BLAME U. S. FOR 
YANK FLAREUP 
AT ARCHANGEL 


Men Back from Russia 
Say Troops Ask Why 
They Are Fighting. 


BY C V. JULIAN. 

New York, April 14.—[{Special.]—De- 
tlaring the men of Company I, Three 
Hundred and Thirty-ninth infantry, the 
unit which “ mutinied” in Russia, had 
fought with great valor, several mem- 
bers of that company who landed here 


today asserted they believed the mu- 


tiny was not so much due to bolshe 
vik propaganda as to the fact that no 
one has been able to explain to the 


- American troops in Russia why they 


ere fighting there. 

Twenty-six Americans arrived today 
from Archangel and they were prac- 
tically a unit in their criticism of the 
American government in keeping 
troops tn Russia and in their defense 
of what they believed to be the motives 
that inspired the “mutiny” of Com- 
pany I. | 

“A spirit of restlessness ‘has been 
prowing among members of the whole 
regiment ever since the armistice was 
signed,” said Private Harvey J. 
Decker, 821 Ferry Park, Detroit. “No 
one has been able to teli.t~he men why 
they are fighting in Russia, and un- 
supported by adequate forces their 
morale has suffered.” 

Outnumbered Ten to One. 

Walter J. Czarnecki, also of Detroit,

“The American troops in Russia, 
most of whom are from Michigan and 
Wisconsin, have gone through hel! in 
the north Russia swamps. They have 
opposed an enemy outnumbering them 
ten to one when the thermometer reg- 
istered 40 degrees below zero. They 
are not the ones to be blamed. 

“Tt is a case of shattered nerves, 
not mutiny. I think I am safe in say-

CITY EMPLOYES 
ARE TOLD OF NEW 
PENSION SYSTEM 


A “scientific pension system " which 
would provide income sufficient to pre- 
vent possible future bankruptcy of the 
municipal pension fund and provide in- 
creased benefits was explained to sev- 
eral hundred city employés who assem- 
bled in the council ~chambers last 
night. ; 

The new system is to be fncorporat- 
ed in a bill to be introduced in the 
present general assembly—a bill which 
will provide for a uniform system of 
collecting pension assessments from 
the 80,000 state and municipal em- 
ployés in Illinois and distributing the 


‘income. It has been devised by the 


state pension commission appointed 
during Gov. Dunne’s administration to 
study pension problems in the state 
and was explained by John P. Dillon, 
a member of the commission and em- 


|ployé6 of the board of local improve- 


ments, and others. 

City employés now pay 2% per cent 
of their salaries into the pension fund 
and after twenty years’ of service are 
entitled to draw $50 a month if they 
are 55 or more years of age. Under 
the new plan an actuarial assessment 
based on the employé’s age and salary 
would be levied and 40 per cent of the 
salary at time of retirement paid as a 
pension after twenty years of service 
if the employé was 60’ or more years 
of age. In addition there would be an 
insurance policy for one and one-fourth 
years’ salary carried by the pension 
payments, payable in installments of 
20 per cent a year to the widow At the 
death of the employé, whether it oc- 
curred before or after retirement. 

About 6,000 municipal employés are 
now paying into the fund.

Beginning next Monday the people of the United 
States will be asked to subscribe to the last Liberty 
loan.. They will be asked to demonstrate that 
when they resolved to see the war through they 
did not merely mean they would lend their sup- 
port up till the signing of an armistice but that 
they would cheerfully shoulder every legitimate 
obligation growing out of the war. Our soldiers 
could not lay down their arms when hostilities 
ceased, and we are no more privileged than they’ 
io renounce our obligations just because the Ger- 
mans have surrendered. 

if the terms of the Victory loan were placed as 
low as those of previous issues there might be 
some occasion for dissatisfaction. But we think 
the proposed terms are on the whole sufficiently 
liberal to remove any prejudice on that score. For 
does..not have to pay a 
surtax on his income a 4% per cent Victory bond 
is practically the equivalent in return of a 5 per 
cent industrial bond. And in the case of the honest 
but possibly rare individual who makes a return 
on his bonds for purposes of local taxation the 
advantage in holding a Victory bond is consider- 
ably greater. 

We may suppose, for example, that a man 
whose net income as defined in the revenue act is 
less than $4,000 has $1,000 to invest. If he buys 
a $1,000 Victory bond his annual return will be 
$47.50, from which no deductions will have to be 
made. But if he buys an industrial bond yielding 
5 per cent the interest on that bond will be subject 
to the income tax, which for 1919 and ‘succeeding 
years is fixed at 4 per cent, amounting in this case 
to $2. Beside this our honest man mentioned 
above would have to pay approxinfately $20 local 
taxes on. the $1,000 investment in question. 

The advantage is still greater for the man whose 
“net” income ranges between $4,000 and $5,000. 
He is not subject to a surtax, but he is subject to 
the “normal” tax of 8 per cent on that part of his 
income in excess of $4,000. It is obvious, therefore, 
that if he bought a $1,000 industrial bond yielding 
5 per cent he would have to pay the government 
$4, leaving a net return of $46. (We are not here 
considering securities upon which the corporation 
voluntarily pays part of the income tax.) 

For the wealthy man, of course, the '% per cent 


. bonds, which are exempt from surtaxes as well 


as normal taxes, will have an advantage. But the 


provision that one series can be converted into. 


the other will tend to keep the market prices of 
both issues on practically an identical level, thus 
protecting the small investor. We shall in this 
way avoid the discrepancy which has existed be 
tween the market price of the first loan, which was 
tax exempt, and succeeding loans, which were 
onty partly exempt. 

In considering the desirability of the new loan 
from an investment standpoint too much em- 
phasis cannot be placed upon the impregnable 
nature of the security. Even if the ordinary in- 
dustrial bond yielded a higher interest rate it 
would not be as valuable because it could not 
possibly be as safe an investment as a loan backed 
by the United States government. Our total na 
tional debt is placed at $25,000,000,000, whereas 
gour national income is estimated to be at least 
“twloe that amount annually. Our per capita na- 
‘tonal debt is about $250, or less than half that of 
“France or Great Britain, yet the securities of these 
countries are regarded as gilt edged.

The summary of the covenant of the league of 
nations given out as official by the Paris confer- | 
ence reveals that an agreement which could not’ 
be amended has been amended to its advantage. 
The Monroe doctrine is recognized. The right of | 
nations to sovereignty is recognized and their 
right to a free hand in their domestic legislation 
and administration is not vitiated. That means. 
that the United States may deal with such ques- | 
tions as immigration as it wishes. It means that, 
the United States: does not surrender ita champion- 
ship of democratic government in the western 
hemisphere. . 

The document is one to be studied, not in the’ 
summary, but in full text and to be studied by the | 
United States senate—as it will be. “ 

Offhand it could be pointed out that several un-| 
satisfactory statements are contained in the sum-— 
mary. It is provided, for instance, that nations 
shall reduce their armaments with the advice of 
the council of nations and that, having reached a 
point of. military equilibrium, whatever it may be, 
they shall not increase armament without the con- 
sent of the council. 

The United States may wish, as a matter of 


plain, sensible interpretation of this provision re 
gardng armament, as contained in the summary, 
would permit the United States to do so without 
the consent of an international council! of nine. 
Great. Britain is traditionally opposed to uni- 


quently Great Britain does not favor universal 
service in any other country. A reduction of arma: | 
ment may be the sine qua non of an effective 
league of nations, but ‘it would be poor policy for 
the United States to subject its own peculiar needs 
to the dictation of a group of nations. 

As we have insisted from the beginning of dis- | 
cussion of universal service, a military system such. 
as Germany maintained—the iron fist—is not the 
system the United States is implored to adopt—for 
its own good, not for the hurt of ary other nation. 
Yet the prohibition against armament, aimed at the 
German system, will prevent the establishment of 
the American system unless suitable reservations 
are made. 

We are for the league of nations if !t is under- 
stood for what it is, if its real virtues are the vir- 
tues which cause America to accept it, if illusion 
does not warp American policies because we have 
joined a league of nations and if the the wording of 
the agreements into which we enter is so clear and | 
sO well understood: that no possibility of error or 
misunderstanding exists. 

The great value of the league of nations, we be- 
lieve, is that it offers a sign of progress to war tired 
people of the Atlantic Europe. They are very tired 
and restless. If the order of society to which they 
have submitted cannot offer them any better guar- 
anty against international tragedy than it has done 
their inclination will be towards the violent social 
revolution which has been a greater disaster than 

Therefore a-league, contained within practical 
terms and expectations, will be a stabilizing influ- 
ence where a stabilizing influence is needed most. 
But the United States ought to sacrifice nothing to 
this, nothing of its own essential importance and 
security.

Federal €ourt Enjoins 
State from Halting 
Higher Prices. 


the first round in his legal fight to en- 
foree increased telegraph rates in [Ili- 


nois yesterday when Federal Judges 
Baker, Page, and Landis, sitting en 
banc in the United States District 


court, granted a temporary restraining 
writ prohibiting the state authorities 
from interfering with the new schedule. 

Judge Landis will sit alone in hear- 
ing the arguménts, probably on next 
Monday, preceding a final court order. 


The rates which the federal govern- | 


ment seeks to enforce are those put 
into effect by the postmf&ster general 
on April 1. Since then Attorney Gen- 
eral Brundage, appearing for the pub- 
lic utilities commission, has 
against their being put into force, 
claiming the congressional resolution 
providing for taking over the telephone 
and telegraph lines did not grant rat 
making power, as this is included in 
the. state’s “police power” which is 
recognized in the act. 

The government forces indicated that 
there is anxiety to rush the case, the 
first to be started by federal authori- 
ties against state officials, to a conclu- 
sion so that the Supreme court can 
pass on the matter anu establish the 
exact status of the war legislation. 

Only a few days ago Judge Foe!ll in 
the Superior court held that the state 
was supreme in the fixing of rates and 
that the government was attempting 
to usurp “police powers.” Acting in 
this belief, he issued an injunction pro- 
hibiting the enforcement of a 20 per 
cent increase in telephone rates. The 
telegraph case involves the same con- 
tentions as in the telephone case. 

The telegraph case came up before 
Judge Landis a week ago, when the 
jurist restrained the state authorities 
from starting suits or otherwise inter 
fering with the government rates.

It requires no special mental effort 
to nail that fact fast. 

Still, the fact may not instantly bear 
in upon you precisely what 4,010 hours 
mean in relation to the largest of the 
calendar units of time computation— 
L e., a year. 

So we will put this immense fact of 
this daily loss—loss in time supple- 
mented by loss in money, spirits, con- 
auto tires, auto 
fuel, and service of great traffic squads 
—in another way: 

The calendar year of 365 twenty-four 
hour days cdntains 8,760 hours. A 
year of 812 business days of ten work- 
ing hours each contains 3,120 hours. 


More Than Year Lost. | 
Now, you can think of this stagger- 
ing daily loss in the terms of years, 
and.if you will do that you can in a

GOING UP, STATE 
PROBERS TOLD 


Head of Lehigh Concern 
Predicts Increase of 
15 Per Cent. 


Cement prices will advance 10 or 15: 


per cent this year, according to Albert 
Y¥. Gowen, vice president of the Lehigh 


Portland Cement company, who test!- 
fled yesterday before the legislative 
investigating committee. 

This company thirteen plants 
in the United States, with head offices 
at Alientown, Pa. It has an invested 
capital of $24,488,000. Last year the 
company made a little under 6 per 
cent on this capital Ehvatente were 4 
per cent. 

In 1813, Gowen testified, the average

ASPARAG US CULTURE. 


Asparagus deteriorates rapidly after 
cutting and no household with a sunny 
exposure of sufficient dimensions to ad- 
mit of a permanent asparagus bed, in 
addition to the more stable vegetables, 
should be content with the more or less 
wilted market stock. A four foot bed, 
fifty-seven feet long, at the fence or 
remote edge“of a garden, will accom- 
modate seventy-five plants, ample for 
a family of five lovers of asparagus. 


The 
time to plant is now and the home gar- 
dener would better buy— uniformly 
strong 1 year old roots for the pur- 
pose. In larger operations, if time is 


no object, it would be preferable to 
' grow the ‘roots from seed for the bet- 
ter selection of desirable roots. 
It {is vitally important that rich ma- 
nure, either fresh or decomposed, be 
thoroughly incorporated with the soil, 
to the depth of twelve inches. If this 
was not done in autumn, decomposed 
manure or mushroom compost would 
be preferable now—thirty tons to the 
acre or 375 pounds per square rod. 
Then dig or plow trenches a foot wide 
and eight inches deep, from two and 
one-half to four or more feet between 
centers of trenches. In these ridge up 
the soil two inches, that the roots may 
be spread fully on a downward slope.

WHEN RUN CAN SCORE 
DURING DOUBLE PLAY 


BY BILLY EVANS. 

NE of the most common queries 
which relate to the scoring of a 
run on a double play is on this 
situation: 

_“ There are runners on first and third 

and one man. down. The batsman 
| hits a long fly to right field. The 
runner on first does not think the 
fielder will be able to make the catch 
and starts to run at the crack of the 
bat. The runner on third rather thinks 
‘the fielder will make the catch and 
plays it safe by holding his base, 
knowing he can score whether the ball 
is caught or not, 

“The fielder catches the ball after a 
hard run. The moment the ball is 
caught the runner on third starts for 
home. The fielder throws the ball to 
the first baseman, to make a play on 
the runner who has left that base 
prior to the catching of the ball. At 
the time of the catch said runner was 
between second and third. He makes 
an effort to regain first base, but the 
ball beats him there for a double play, 
retiring the side. 

“The runner on third, however, had 
crossed the plate by several steps be- 
fore the runner originally on first was 
retired.” The query is: “Does the 
run count?” It certainly does. Among 
many the belief is that the run does 
‘not count, because it was scored while 
a double play was being made that re- 
tired the side. In such cases the run 
always scores, if the plate’is crossed 
before the third man is out unless 
the double play which retires the side 
is a play in which the third man out 
is a force out or be put out before 
reaching first.
